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Referendum Ballot Misleading, May 
Invalidate Voting, Council Is Told

The city council at its regular meeting held last Tuesday heard 
from a local citizen, a lawyer by profession, that a summary of the 
proposed changes to the city charter as it appears on the referendum 
ballot to be used by voters on April 15 is ambiguous and misleading. 
As a result, he maintained, the referendum election could be chal- 


lenged and invalidated. 


Arthur A. Levine of 23-F Ridge 
Road read a prepared statement 
in which he pointed out,that the 
summary of the proposed amend- 
ment to Section 34 of the charter 
does not give the voter an adequate 
understanding’ of how the present 
law would be changed, as is re- 
quired under the home rule law. 
This summary states as follows: 

“Under this section (34) of the 
charter the City Manager now has 
the power to appoint and remove 
all officers and employees except 
the City Solicitor. The proposed 
amendment adds Department 
Heads to the exception, so that 
they would be appointed with the 
consent of Council.” 


Levine argued that this sum- 
mary does not make it clear to the 
voter that the city solicitor is now 
appointed by the city manager 
with the consent of council, that 
under the proposed amendment he 
would continue to be appointed by 
the manager with consent of coun- 
cil, and that presently the solicitor 
along with department heads can 
be removed by the manager. (One 
of the proposed amendments would 
require consent of council for the 
removal by the manager of depart- 
ment heads and the solicitor.) 

Mayor Tom Canning felt that this 
argument might have some validity, 
and on the motion of Councilman 
Jim Smith the analysis prepared 
by Levine was ordered to be turn- 
ed over to City Solicitor Ralph 
Power for study and advice. If he 
should support Levine’s opinion, 
the ballots alrealy run off would 
have to be replaced with new bal- 
lots. 

To Beautify Center 

Following a request by the Green- 
belt Garden Club that it be allowed 
to beautify the mall at the shopping 
center with a special landscaping 
program, the council voted an ex- 
penditure of $500 to lay out two 
large circular planting areas in 
front of the statue plus benches. 
The Garden Club also plans to 
landscape the areas on either side 
of the statue and plant a large 
evergreen on each side. 


GHI Fails to Draw 
Quorum at Meeting

For the second year in a row, a 
quorum failed to show at the an- 
nual membership meeting of Green- 
belt Homes, Inc. last night. When 
the meeting adjourned at 10 p.m., 
only 105 out of the 154 members 
needed for a quorum had made an 
appearance. 

As .a result, no official action 
could be taken on the proposed: by- 
law change to stagger the terms 
of the board of directions.

Hope was expressed by GHI of- 
ficials that enough additional mem- 
bers would cast ballots today to 
make the election official. Up for 
election, in addition to the 9-man 
board of directors, are a three-man 
audit committee and a five-man 
nominations and elections com- 
mittee. If there are not enough can- 
ddidates receiving a majority of the 
votes cast, a run-off election will be 
held next -Thursday, April 3.

The financial report showed net 
savings so far this year of $956, 
and members’ shares outstanding 
of $5,110—an increase of over 
$4,000 since the start of the year. 
During this same period member- 
ship increased from 14 to 36. 

The students in charge of the 
school savings program at St. 
Hugh’s School reported that the 


children are depositing an average > 


of about $35 each Bank Day, which 
is on Friday. Saving seems to be 
more popular with the younger 
students than with the older ones. 
This month they are conducting 
a slogan contest and awarding a 
dollar’s worth of Twin Pines sav- 
ing Stamps to the winner. 

Some of the discussion during 
the panel session on “Working Wtih 
Other Community Organization” 
revealed the fact that some people 
in Greenbelt believe that Twin 
Pines is exploiting the school chil- 
dren and unfairly competing with 
the sale of U. S. Savings Stamps. 
But it was also pointed- out that 
the children are learning the habit 
of savings; that. they are getting 
very valuable experience running 
their own bank; and that as indi- 
viduals they receive the standard 
1% per quarter dividend on all 
savings of $10 or more. 

It was suggested also that some 
Greenbelters think that Twin Pines 
was established as a private profit 
enterprise. All agreed on the neces- 
sity for a better public information 
policy for the Association—to get 
across the story that Twin Pines 
is a democratic, cooperative fi- 
nancial institution, wherein all net 
savings are distributed as dividends 
to the savers patronage refunds 
to the borrowers, and put into un- 
distributable reserves for bad 
debts.

1956 
Greenbelt Homes, Ine., 
over from the Federal 


In a fiscal statement prepared 
by GHI comptroller Roy Brea- 
shears for the annual membership 
meeting last night, total income 
of $1,158,000 and total expenses of 
$1,124,000 were reported, leaving 
an undistributed surplus before 
allocation to reserves of $34,000. 
This compared with thu undistri- 
buted surplus of $108,000 and $57,- 
000 reported in 1956 and 1955, res- 
pectively. 

Almost the entire undistributed 
surplus is scheduled for transfer 
to reserve and contingency ae€- 
counts covering heating, repaixs 
and maintenance, and taxes. Dur- 
ing 1957 both the maintenance and 
tax reserves suffered depletions of 
$7,000 and $8,600, respectively, #8 
actual costs exceeded budgeted 
costs. Heating reserves would 
also have been drawn down if mot 
for a fuel oil dividend. 

Total income during 1957 ‘was 
down some $25,000 from 1956, pri- 
marily as the result of the post- 
ponement by Warner-Kanter of 
the third annual installment due 
on the sale of the undeveloped 
land. 

Total expenses in 1957 increased 
$48,600 over 1956. Repairs and 
maintenance (including contraet 
work) showed the largest single 
increase ($51,000). primarily as the 
result of the renewal of the ex- 
terior paint program which had 
been suspended for three years. 
Heating costs rose by $13,000 re- 
flecting rising fuel oil prices. Pay 
increases put into effect in March 
1957 also were reflected in these 
accounts. Other increases were 
registered in management expen- 
ses ($3,400) and insurance expen- 
se ($3,200). Offsetting these in- 
creases only in part were savings 
in the water bill ($10,400) and in 
uninsured losses ($2,800). 

During the year non-operating 


“(sales and service office) expenses 


increased by $2,800, but this was 
more than offset by an increase 
in.non-operating income of $5,900.
